Lord Salisbury Persists in Maintain- 
ing the Disputed Waters are 
Upen to all Nations.

The Qnestion Apparently no Nearer 
a Settlement than Ever— 
Blaine Still Firm. 

Washington', D.C., Jan. 5. — The Presi- 
dent this afternoon sent to Congress tiie 
concluding correspondeneo between tho 
United States and Great Britain, up to 
date, touching tho fur Beal question in 
Behring's Sea. The correspondence em- 
braces a letter dated August 2nd, 1890, 
from Lord Salisbury to Sir Julian Puunce- 
fote, British minister here, in reply to 
Secretary Blaine's letter of July lust, main- 
taining that the United States derived from 
Russia tho right of jurisdiction over the 
jurisdiction of Behring's Sea to the distance 
of 100 miles from the coast. 

Lord Salisbury in his letter contends in 
brief: That England refused to admit uny 
part of the Russian cluim asserted by tho 
ukase of 1821 of tho maritime jurisdiction 
and exclusive right, of G -ling through tho 
whole extent of Behring's Sea us far north 
as Behring's Straits; that the treaties of 
1825 between Great Britain and Russia 
and the United States und Russia 
were regarded on both sides as 
a renunciation on the part of Russia of that 
claim in its entirety, and though Behring's 
Straits were knnvn und specially provided, 
Behring's Sea was uot known by that nume 
at tho time, but was regarded us part of tho 
Pacific Ocean, Lord S»li»l»itry in support 
pf this contention, und that the United 
States at that time took tho same view of 
this Russian claim, quotes from the - protest 
of John Quincy Adams in 1823, then secro- 
tury of state, to the Russian representative, 
iu which ho wrote : 

"Prom the tenor of tho ukase, tho pre- 
tensions of the Imperial government extend 
to an exclusive territorial jurisdiction from 
the 55th degree of north latitude on the 
Asiatic coast to latitude 51 degrees north on 
tho western coast of the American continent, 
and they assumo the right of interdicting 
the navigation and fishing of all 
other nutions to the extent of one hun- 
dred miles from the whole of that coast. 
The United States can admit no part of 
these claims. Their right of navigation and 
of fishing is perfect, and has been in con- 
stant exercise from tho earliest times after 
the peace in 1783, throughout the whole ex- 
tent of the Northern Oeean, subject only to 
the ordinary exception.;, and excluaiou of 
territorial jurisdiction/ which, so far as 
Russian rights aro concerned, are confined 
to certuin islands north of tho 55th degree 
of latitude, and have no existence on the 
continent of America." 

After quoting further from later corres- 
pondence on tho sume question, Lord Salis- 
bury denies that Great Buituin ever ad- 
mitted by act of sulp-ance the extraordinary 
claim of maritime jurisdiction contained in 
the ukase of 1821, and says : 

" The enclosed copies of correspondence ex- 
trnotcd from the uichives of tins office make 
it very difficult to believe, that Blaine has 
not been altogether led into error. It shows 
from them that not only did her Majesty's 
government formally protest against the 
ukase mi its first issue as contrary to tho 
acknowledged law of nations, hut the Rus- 
sian government gave a virtual ussuraiico 
that its claim of jurisdiction would not be 
exercised. In subsequent nego'iiitions, 
great Importance was attached to obtaining 
a more formal disavowal of this claim in u 
manner least hurtful to Russian susceptibi- 
lities, hut so as effectually to preclude its 
revival, mid this security the British 
government undoubtedly considered that 
Loth they and tho United States had ob- 
tained by the convention of 1824." 

Lord Salisbury's letter concludes as fol- 
lows : 

"The answer, therefore, to (he questions 
with which Bluine concludes his despatch, 
is uiai Her Majesty's Government have al- 
ways claimed ireedoin of navigation and 
fishing in the waters of Boliring Sen, out- 
side the territorial limit of one marine 
league from the coast ; that it is impossible 
to admit ih.it the publio right to fish, catch 
seals or pursue any other luwful occupation 
on the high seas can he held to bo aban- 
doned by a nation from the mere fact thut, 
for a certain number of years, it has not 
suit o I the subjects of that nation to exer- 
cise it. It must bo remembered British 
Columbia 1ms come into existence at a com- 
paratively recent dutc, and that tho 
first con.»id"rablc influx of population, 
some tl irty yean ago, was due 
to the discovery of gold and did not tend to 
nn immediate development of the shipping 
interests. I have to request that you will 
communicatee copy of this dispatch, ami of 
its enclosures, to Blaine. You will state 
that Her Majesty's government have no de- 
sire whatever to refuse to the United 
States any jurisdiction in Behring's Sea 
which was conceded by Great Britain to 
Russia, und which probably accrues to thu 
present possessors of Alaska in virtue of 
the treaty or law of nations, and that the 
United States government., after at ex- 
amination of tho evidence and arguments, 
which 1 have produced, still further differ 
from England us to the legality of the re- 
cent captures in thut sea, they are ready to 
agree that the question, with the itsues that 
depend upon it, should be referred to im- 
partial arbitration. Vou will in that case 
be authorized to consider, in concert with 
Mr. Bluine, tho method of proccduro to bo 
followed. 

Secretary Blaine, in his rcsponso ad- 
dressed to Sir Julian Pauncefoto on the 
17lh of December last, (it the outset insists 
upon the correctness and Validity of the po- 
sition which has been advocated by tho 
govern meat of the United States iii defense 
of American rights in Behring's Sea. Legal 

and diplomat io questions, he says, lira often 
found ufttr prolonged discussion to depend 
on the settlement of a single point. Such 
in the judgment of the President is tho po- 
sition iu which tho United States and 
Great Britain find 'themtelvos in tho im- 
pending controversy touching tho true 
construction of the Russia, American und 
Anglo- Russian treaties of 1820 and 1825. 
Great Britain, Secy. Blaine says, con tonds 



that tll.e phraso "Pacific Ocean," as used in 
the treaties, was intended to includo, and 
does include tho body of water which is 
known as Behring's Sea. The United 
States contends that Behring Sea was not 
mentioned or even referred to in either 
treiity, and was in | no sense in- 
cluded in the phrase "Pacific Oceun." 
If Great Britain can maintain her 
position that Behring's Sea at tho time of 
tho treaties with Russia in 1824 and 1825 
wus included in the Pacific Ocean, the gov- 
ernment of the United States has no well 
grounded complaint against her. If, on tho 
other hand, this government can prove be- 
yond all doubt that the Behring's Sea at the 
date of those treaties wus understood by the 
three signatory powers to be a separate 
body of water, and was included in the 
phrase " Pacific Ocean," then the American 
case against Great Britain is complete and 
undeniable. The dispute prominently in- 
volves the meaning of the phraso " North- 
west coast" on tho Northwest coast of 
America. Lord Salisbury ussumes that 
" Northwest const" has but one meaning, 
and that it includes the whole coast stretch- 
ing Northward to Behring's Straits. The 
contention of this government is that by 
long prescription of the Northwest coast 
means the coast of tho Pucific Oceun South 
of the Alaskan peninsula, or South of 
the sixtieth parullul of north latitude. It 
contends that tho phrase "north-west 
coast" has been well known ami widely ro- 
cognizud in popular muge in England and 
America from tho date of the first tracing of 
that coast, about 1784, and includes pre- 
cisely the area which has been steadily 
maintained by this Government in pending 
discussioni. 

Secretury Blaine then quotes from tho 
treaties betw ecu Great Britain and Russia 
and the United Slates und Russia, and in- 
sists that throughout tho whole correspond- 
ence conducted for the formation of tho 
treaties, theie wus no reference to and dis- 
tinctive name for Behring Sea, for the sim- 
ple reason that'thc negotiations had no re- 
ference whatever to Behring Sou, but was 
entirely confined to the " strip of 
land" on the north-west const, extend- 
ing from Mount Blias down to Prince 
o Wales island on tho British North 
American coast, and to the waters of the 
Pacific Ocean adjacent thereto. He re- 
minds Lord Salisbury that Behring's Sen 
was, at the timo referred to, the recoguized 
name of that body of water, and refers lo 
a list of authentic maps (105 in number), 
published prior to 1825, on every one of 
which tho body of wuter now known as 
(Behring's Sea was plainly distinguished by 
name separate from the Pacific Ocean, and 
then asks if it is possiblo that Mr. Adams 
and Mr. Canning, the parties to the negotia- 
tion of the treaties, with this cloud of wit- 
nesses, would simply include this body of 
water in tho phrase "Pacific Oceun" 
and make no allusion whatever to it 
as a seperate sea, " when it was 
known by almost every educated man in 
Enropo and America to have been so desig- 
nated numberless times." "When we con- 
template," Bluine says, "thu minute par- 
ticularity, tedious verbiage, duplication 
and reduplications^mplityed »'~st^R>"' i The 
unmistakuble plainness in framing the 
treaties, it is impossible to conceive that a 
fact of ibis great magnitude could have 
been omitted from the instructions written 
by Mr. Adams and Mr. Canning as secre- 
taries ior foreign affairs for their respective 
countries. It is impossible that such a fact 
could have escaped the uotice of Mr. Mid- 
dleton and Count Nesslerode, of Mr. 
Stratford Canning and Mr. Poleticu, 
who were the negotiators of the 
two treaties. It is impossible that 
in the Anglo-Russian treaty Count Nessle- 
rode, Mr. Stratford Cunning and Air. Pole- 
tica could have taken sixteen lines to recite 
the titles and honors they had received from 
their respective sovereigns, and not even 
suggesting the insertion of one line or even 
ono word to secure so valuable a grant to 
England us the full freedom of Behring's 
Sea." 

Secretary Blaine quotes freely from tho 
treaties of 1821 25, and from tho corres- 
pondeneo between the negotiators of these 
treaties, to prove that there was no niis- 
undcrstunding about what was meant by 
" north-west coast," and that it referred to 
the continent of America, between the 
fiftieth and sixtieth degrees of north lati- 
tude. Biaine points out, as an argument of 
great weight against the assumption of 
Lord Salisbury, that the phrase "Pacific 
Ocean," used in the treaties, was intended 
to include tho waters of Behring Sea, the 
fact of the great money value of Alaska and 
tho waters of Behring Seu, with their fur 
fishtrics, und the further fact that the 
enormous profits of the Ri osiun Americun 
company in tho fur trude >,i Behring Sea 
com nued under the Russian flag for more 
luaii forty years after the treaties had been 
concluded. "American and English ships," he 
says, "in goodly numbers during this whole 
period annually visited and traded on the 
northwest coast of the Pacific ocean, arid 
yet of all these vessels of the United Stales 
and Great Britain not one ever sought to 
disturb the fur fisheries of Behring Sea 
or along its coasts, either o; the continent 
or of the islands. So far as known, it is 
believed that neither American nor British 
ships ever attempted to tuko one fur seal at 
the Pribyloff Islands or in tho open waters 
of Behring's Sea during that period. The 
100 mile limit wus for the preservation of 
all these fur animals, and this limit wus 
observed fur that purpose by all tho mari- 
time l a'tons that sent vessels to Behring's 
Sea. Russia hud given tho same rights, in 
fact rights of a larger scope than are now 
enjoyed by Americun companies, to a 
RussiaH-Ameriuuu company for three periods 
of twenty years each without a protest from 
the British government, und without n sin- 
gle interference from British ships, and for 
these reasons," ho adds, this government 
again insists that Greet Britain and the 
United States recognized and respected 
and obeyed tho authority of Russia in 
Behring's Sea, and did it for more than 40 
years alter. the treaties with Russia weru 
negotiated. It still remains for England to 
explain why she so persuieiilly violates the 
same rights when they ure transferred to 
the ownership of the United States." 

Referring to soino elementary principles 
of international laws touching the freedom 
of the seas, alluded to by Lord S ilisbury, 
Mr.' Bluine referred to the fact thut the 
British parliament in 1815 enacted a law for 
the purpose of mailing the detention of 
Napoleon on the island of St. Helena more 
secure by assuming to exclude ships of any 
nationality not only from landing on the 
island, but forbidding them from hovering 
within eight leauues of the const of tho is- 
land. Tho British government; Mr. 
Blaine s:iys, thus assumed exclusive and 
nliBoluto control over a considerable section 
of tho South Atlantic Ocean, lying 



directly in tho path of the world's com - 
I merce, near capes which mark therSouthcrn- 
1 most points of both hemispheres, over 
waters which for centuries had connected 
tho uhorea of all continents, and nffurded 
commercial highways fran and to all ports 
of the world. The body of water thu*- con- 
trolled in the form of a irircle nearly fifty 
miles in diameter, was scarcely less tliau 
two thousand square miles in extent, and 
whatover ship dared to tarry or hover with- 
in this area might, regardless of its nation- 
ality, bo forcibly seized and' summarily 
forfeited to the British king. It 
is hardly conceivable, Blaine adds, 
" that tho same nation which ex- 
ercised this authority in the broad At- 
lantic, over which at that very time 800,- 
000,000 of people made their commercial 
exchanges, should' deny the rights of the 
United States to assume control over a lim- 
ited area for a fraction of each year, in a 
sea which lies far beyond tho line of trado, 
whose uninhabited shores havo no port of 
entry and could never bo approached on a 
lawful errand under any other flag thi n 
that of the United States, i If Great Bcitu n 
considers this precedent of ob- 
struction to navigable waters too re- 
mote for quota* 'on, he invites her 
attention to one still in existence. Even to- 
day," he adds, " while Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment is aiding ono of her colonies to de- 
stroy tho American seal fisheries, another 
colony, with her consent, has established a 
pearl fishery in an area of the inter-ocean 
G00 miles wide, and so complete is the 
assumption of powi-r that a licenso fee is 
collected from vessels engaged in tho pearl 
fisheries in open ocean. This asserted 
power goes to the extent of making foreign 
vessels that have procured their pearls far 
outside the three mile limit pay a heavy tax 
when vessels enter an Australian port to 
land cargoes and refit. Thus a foreign ves- 
sel is hedged in on both sides and is bound 
to |iay a tux under British law." 

Mr. Bluine, in closing, says: "In the 
judgment of the President, nothing of im- 
portance would be settled by proving that 
Great Britain conceded no jurisdiction to 
Russia over the seal fisheries of Behring's 
Sea. It might us well bo proved that 
Russia conceded no jurisdiction to England 
over the river Thames. By doing nothing 
in euch cjse everything is conceded. In 
neither case is anything usked of the other. 
Concession, as used here, meuns simply ac- 
quiescence to rightfulness of title, and that 
is the only form of concession which Russia 
asked of Great Britain or which Great 
Britain gave to Russia. The second offer of 
Lord Salisbury to arbitrate simply amounts 
to a submission of the question whether 
any country has the right to extend its 
jurisdiction more than one marine league 
from the shore. No one disputes that as a 
rule ; but the question is, whether there 
may not be exceptions whoso enforcement 
does not interfere with thoBe of tho high- 
ways of commerce which the necessities and 
usage of the world havo marked out. 
Great Britain, when she desired, iu the ex- 
ception did not Btop to consider or regard 
the inconvenience to which tho com- 
mercial world might be subjected. 
Her -exception plaosd an obstacle 
in the highway between two con- 
tinents. The United States in protecting 
the seal fisheries will uot interfere with a 
singlo Bhip of commerce on any sea of the 
globe. It will mean something tungible, in 
the President's opinion, if Great Britain 
will consent to arbitrate tho real questions 
which have been under discussion between 
the two governments for the last four 
years." 

These issues, as submitted by Secretary 
Bluine, are in brief, what rights, if any, in 
Behring's Sea were conceded to Greut Bri- 
tiun by treaties, and what aro now 
the rights of tho United States 
as to the fur seal fisheries in Beh- 
ring's Sea outside of the ordinary territorial 
limits, and whether Euch rights grew out 
of cession by Russia or of any special rights 
or jurisdiction had hj her in the fisheries of 
B luing's Seu. The repeated assertions, 
B'aine says, that tho government of the 
United States demmds that Behring's Sea 
hi pronounced a ?iinrc clausum, ure without 
foundation. The government, ho says, 
has never claimed it, never de- 
sired it, and expressly disavows it.

Lohdon, Jan. 5. — England has suddenly 
awakened to a sense of the seriousness of 
the situution arising out of the unsettled 
points in the Behring Sea controversy be- 
tween the British und American uovern- 
ments. There is, accordingly, an eruption 
of press comment and a general discussion 
of the subject. Tho coosccn us of opinion 
seems to be that Blaine is merely indulging 
in a gunie of bluff, with an eyo to tho im- 
provement of his presidential chances', Tfie 
English people are firmly imbued with the 
belief thut Bluine does everything with the 
presidency in view. Well informed person* 
of influence do uot deny, howover, that war 
might very easily result from tho complica- 
tions. No matter what causes leading to 
complications havo been in the pas;, 
naval and military authorities are 
reserved on tho subject. Tho statement 
mude publio by the Foreign Office denying 
the correctness of the wild and multifold 
nowspuper yarns floating about does not 
give any information upon which to base an 
estimate of the reul stute of the correspond- 
ence on tho question. It does not even 
deny that Bluine accompanied his arbitra- 
tion proposition of December 30th with an 
open or covert threat of something to be 
done in case of the rejection of his sugges- 
tion. Very little stress is laid here upon 
Americun newspaper expressions, it being 
considered that the issue reully rests with 
the President and with Secretary Blaine. 

AT THE DOCKYARDS. 

No unusual preparations ure being made 
at the English dockyards, as these are al- 
ready fully occupied in the building and 
equipment of vessels of .war, it being tho 
intention of the British government to 
make tho fleet as strong as that of any 
other two naval powers combined. A lead- 
ing naval officer Buid to-day he did not an- 
ticipate conflict, but that the British navy- 
had never been better prepared in its history 
to uphold the honor of the British flag. A 
reporter attempted to interview Lord 
George Hamilton on the Behring's Sea ques- 
tion. His Lordship declined to express any 
opinion other than to remark that the Brit- 
ish force in. the North Pacific was con- 
sidered ample to protect British interests. 
Another admiralty official remarked that he- 
saw no ciuse for ularm: but in auy event 
that the Warspite was equal to a fleet of 
wooden ships. 

WHAT THE NEWSPAPERS SAT. 

The St. James Gazette refers to the tem- 
per of the Americans as serious, and says it 
is an alarming question how long tho pro- 
sen t condition of security can lust. 

The Pall Mall Gazette ridicules the notion 
that war may result, but say3 that even a 
war on paper is a calamity, involving as it 
does strained relations between two coun- 
tries which ought to bo on the best of 
terms. , 

The Star rather upholds Blaine, and 
scouts the idoa that England will go to war 
with her American kinsfolk in order to 
assist the Canadians to massacre tho fur 
seals. The Star also warns England that a 
mistaken impression exists general y in re- 
gard to the power ot the United States aud 
the ability of that country to sustain any 
demands thut it may make. To underrate 
the staying power of the American nation 
would be as great us the mistakes made by 
England in 18G0 and during the few years 
following. 

AN OFFICIAL CONTRADICTION. 

London, dun. 5. — Tho foreign uflieo to- 
night issued the following communique^: 
The press statements which have been cabl- 
ed respecting the correspondence on tho 
Behring Sea question between the British 
and American governments aro unfounded. 
The despatch received on Dec. ,')0th from 
Secretary Blaine made proposals respecting 
questions to be submitted to arbitration. 
With this exception, no communication 
whatever has been received from tha 
United States government on this subject 
within tho past three weeks, and no commu- 
nication has be.en made to the American 
government on the subject during the same 
period.

PiiSTii, Dec. 5. — The ice covering tho sur- 
face of the river Danube, between Buda and 
Pesth, was yesterday the scene of a start- 
ling tragedy. Merry makers were holding 
high carnival on the ice, when, after u series 
of ioud and sharp reports, the ice broke in a 
number of places and great fissures through 
which ran the clear water of tho river ap- 
peared, confronting the skaters and cutting 
tliein off from the shore. A panic immedi- 
ately seized upon the isolated groups, and 
in the awful rush for safety which followed 
a number of tho terrified skaters were 
crowded or drawn into the swift running 
water, which rapidly sucked them under 
the water and swept them away. Every- 
thing possiblo was done by thoso who 
escaped and by those who wero observing 
the recently happy and cheerful scene from 
the shores to rescue the unfortunate Victims. 
Many wero saved at the moment when 
death seemed inevitable, It is however 
known that a number of persons who wero 
on the river at the time of tho catastrophe 
are missing, aud it is feared that thoy ara 
Irowned.

A VERY BIG SCHEME. 

Proposal to Re-Orcanlzn the City FLlghtlng 
System, by tlw Purchase of 
Private Systems. 

It is understood that tho City Electric 
Light Committee have at present in 
preparation a roport for presentation 
to the Board of Aldermen, in which 
they will recommend a number of 
startling changes in connection with tho 
lighting of the city. The first proposi- 
tion is to increase the plant of the sys- 
tam, putting in new engines of 200 h. p. 
or more. This, it ia claimed, will enable 
tho management to provide light fur 
everyone, at all times. The plant will be 
divided to supply an inner circle, includ- 
ing the business section of tho city with 
the one part, and the larger outlying 
circle with tho other. The lights in the 
smaller district will be kept burning 
ovory night, moon or no moon, while the 
residential quarter will only bo illumin- 
ated by tho artificial light when fair Luna 
hide3 her face. Tho committee will 
further advise tho purchase by tho cor- 
poration of the plant and business of the 
Victoria Gas Works, thu Victoria Elec- 
tric Illuminating Co., and the lighting 
department of the Tramway Co. All 
wires would then bo put under ground, 
and the various systems bo operated by 
the city, a handsome rovenue being ob- 
tained therefrom.

YESTERDAY'S VOTE. 

We are much pleason* to hro that the 
yoto in favor of the extension of the city's 
limits was so large. It was to be expected 
that the opposition to a measure of this 
kind would be very strong among thoae 
whom it would affect directly and 
almost immediately. Such changes 
do not recommend themselves to 
everyone as soon as they are proposed, 
People look at them in different 
■ways. Some believe as firmly that kht-y 
will be injurious in their effects as others 
do I hat thoy will be beneficial. This was 
the case with regard to the proposal to ex- 
tend the limits of the city, but we are 
proud to bo able to say that the discus- 
sion which it evoked was moderately 
and intelligently carried on'. Tho dis- 
putants appealed to the reason of those 
whom they addressed in language which 
was studiously temperate. The dis- 
cussion was exceedingly creditable to all 
the parties concerned. We believe that 
tho gentlemen who opposed the proposal 
will, before long,- admit that the results 
of annexation have disappointed them 
agreeably, and that those who favored it 
will see all their hopes realized and their 
predictions fulfilled. We are very con- 
fident that no one in Victoria, or out of 
it, will havo reason to bo sorry for the 
vote that was taken yesterday. It will 
result in gojd to all and will benefit 
those who voted " no " quite as much as 
those who voted " aye." 



INDIAN MANAGEMENT. 

According to the testimony of honest 
and well-informed Americans themselves, 
tho Indian troubles in the United States 
havo boon brought on by bad manage- 
ment and bad faith. The agents who 
represent the Government of the United 
States in districts and on reserves have, 
with hardly an rxcuption, been political 
appointees. They have had no training 
in tho duties which they aro required to 
perform, nor, indeed, any training for 
any duty. The man who has been ser- 
viceable to a senator or member of the 
House of Representatives at elections 
and in party engineering, does not, as a 
general thing, possess tho moral or tho 
intellectual qualities that will enable him 
to doal successfully with Bemi-iudopond- 
ont and semi-barbarous Indian tribes ; 
neither is lie the man whom his neighbors 
would placo in a position of trust, where 
tho oversight would bo necessarily 
lax. Tho consequonce of this mode of 
appointment cf agents is that the Indians 
havo been dreadfully mismanaged, and 
both they and the Government outrage: 
ously cheated. General Grant may not 
have been the first to discover the vices 
of tho Indian system, but ho was tholirst 
to direct public attention to tho gross and 
impudent dishonesty of Indian agents as 
a class. The strictest integrity is necec- 
aary in dealing with tho Indians. 
Tho agent, to win and to keep 
their confidence, must in every case 
bo as g od at I j is word. These 
untutored children of the wilclernojs 
despise a liar, and if a man deceives 
them once or twice it is folly for him to 
attempt to regain their confidence. But 
tho regard which electioneering agents 
and other small politicians lmvu for the 
truth is— not to put too fine a point on 
it — not proverbial. They are not re- 
markable for the openness cf their ways 
or tho candor of their speech. In fact, I 
they would not feel coi 
•were said of them that they wero men 
without guile, 



I the Fur ' A\, 8 t the habits by which they 
h .d won their mccoss in tho East, and 
tho resist of their administration has 
baon a'j bad as it can well be. It is con- 
demned, by men of all parties; but the 
condemnation has not brought about re- 
fOrhi. President Grunt declared that the 
Americans had cheated the Indians and 
taught them to distrust white men, and 
an eminent United States journalist of 
to-duy says: "Tho distinction of our 
Indian policy is want of principle and 
common sense." 

The Americans contrast tho Indian 
manacrembnt of the Dominion of Canada 
with that of their own government. They 
see that Canada has no trouble with its 
Indians, while they are a perpetual 
source of annoyance to tho United States. 
They admit that tho cause of the differ- 
once is that the Canadian Government 
looks well after tho Indians and sees that 
they aro honestly dealt with. What tho 
Canadian Government promises it is caro- 
ful to perform, and its agents aro re- 
quired to follow its example. 

How tho United States treats tho In- 
dian population may bo gathered from 
tho following extract from a late number 
of the St. Paul Pioneer Press. It says : 
" Cannot this great nation, in tho in- 
tervals of leisure from debates on the 
tariff and silver and tho election bill 
that is to do so much for tho negro, con- 
sider tho possibility of keeping just a few 
of its solemn promises to the Indian? 
We believe it is no exaggeration to say 
that there is no', an Indian tribe which 
has over had any de dings with the gov- 
ernment that has not good reason for a 
charge of bad faith against us. Can we 
no', give them eood agents, as long as 
agents are a painful necessity, and let 
tliem stay where thoy uro, if they havo 
proved efficient, without regard to their 
political influence ? Can we not spare 
enough money from the treasury to dis 
charge the treaty debts which we owe 
just as solemnly as we owe the fulfill 
moot of any other obligation ? Can we 
not give moneys overdue to the starving 
Sisseton and Wall po ton 'lilies, begging us 
to hhvo tlimn from death, while they 
stand our faithful friends, without wait- 
ing for some congressman to make a 
speech ? May wo no', at. last, celohrate 
the end of the last Indian mutiny by 
closing up tho accounts of a 1 century of 
dishonor,' and trying to keep our end of 
a bargain, even though tho oth r party is 
nn Indian and at our mercy? If, as we 
scarcely dare to hope, such results as 
these should follow, tho troublo in tho 
Northwest during tho last two months 
would repay us for all that it has cost." 

It is no wonder that Indians who 
have been treated in this way are bus 
piciuus of their rulers, and that some of 
tliem fight with the courage of despuir 
rather than surrender their arms and 
thus placo themselves completely at tho 
mercy of the men who have oppressed 
and defrauded them. 

POVERTY, A CRIME. 

The general opinion seems to be that 
persons guilty of slight offences in this 
city are, in the police court, dealt with 
rather too severely, and that the culpri t 
is punished for being poor. The lowest 
fine imposed is five dollars, and if the 
oirender cannot pay tho fine tho equiva- 
lent is thirty days imprisonment with 
hard labor. It does seem rather hard on 
tho impecunious violator of tho city'B 
laws that ho is requested to work at the 
rate of sixteen and two-thirds cents a 
day. Tho mechanic who gets drunk and 
is disorderly and is arrested by the 
police, when he haa five dollars in his 
pocket in the morning gets his freedom by 
paying what is equivalent to less than 
two days work, while, his companion in 
guilt, us well as misfortune, who cannot 
beg or borrow five dollars, must lose 
thirty days and suffer the disgrace of im- 
prisonment besides, before justice is satis- 
fied. Is this not making poverty a 
crime ? Surely, if justice is satisfied 
with fivo dollars in cash, or two 
day's work in freedom, she should not 
require, as an equivalent from the penni- 
less wretch, thirty days' work, plus nn 
amount of disgrace which, in many cases, 
cannot be represented by five dollars, or 
ten times fire delta s. Is not this pun- 
ishing tho poor man with two days' im- 
prisonment for his offence, and twenty- 
eight days' imprisonment, with the odium 
of imprisonment, besidec, for his pover- 
ty 'f Jf the Police Magistrate, who is, wo 
believe, a kind-hearted and fair-minded 
gentleman, would work out this little 
autn, he would see that, in this matter of 
computing the equivalent of a tine, pov- 
erty is considered a far greater crime 
than violation of law. This proposition, 
strange as it may seom, adini a of mathe- 
matical proof. Wo know that somewhere 
in the Biblo it is said that the " destruc- 
tion of tho poor is their poverty," but, 
though this may bo true in our very im- 
perfect social system, one docs not ex- 
pect to 600 it strikingly exemplified in a 
court of justice.

NEWS FEOM THE NJKTH- 

Stormy Weather Before and at tlic Time the 
Danube Left— Christmas Colebratloui. 

The C. P. N. steamer " Danube " arrived 
from the North on Sunday morning and 
soon ufter anchored ut trie ouier wharf. 
According to information received from Mr. 
R. Cuiminghuni, Captain Walbran and 
others who cume down on board tho vessel, 
there had been a very heavy fall of snow in 
the North country, whilu ruin came down 
in tremendous showers accompanied by 
gales and fogs. The voyage down was a 
most tedious and difficult one, albeit the 
puasage was made without any event worthy 
of note. On the way dowu calls were made 
at Hartley Bay where the mission steamer 
"Ulud Tidings" was found to have been 
blown ashore und badly damaged. Fort 
Simpson was made on Christmas morning, 
snow lying very thick on tho ground, 
und Meilakahtlah at noon. At 
both of these pluces tho day was observed 
with all due ceremony, and rejoicing,dccora- 
tions and all things of that kind being fully 
in order. At Port Essingtou there was 
ulso a celebration in which the ship's com- 
pany ulso participated with the natives. 
The usual Indian dances were hearti y in- 
dulged, in und a regular potlatch was in order. 
Although not forced to shelter tho people on 
board the Danube feel themselves specially 
fortunate that at tho time of some of the 
worst weather they wero safe in some of tho 
sheltered harbors or coves. It may be Buid 
that throughout the weather was of the 
most wintry description.

It is said th it they were not speci- 
ally successful in their endeavors, the 
groups into which the birds settled down 
dispersing before their enemies could get 
within range. Stealthily the Si wash pid- 
dled about the front of the harbor, hut the 
birds were " too fly," and amid clouds of 
feathers and fl ipping of winsfs they Hew out 
of sight, all the hunters could do being to 
exclaim " Ugh ! " 



YiHlting Victoria. 

Among recent arrivals in Victoria is Mr. 
Warren, of the well known orgun manufac- 
turing house of Toronto. They have just 
put un organ of considerable power ami 
magnificent tone into the St. Andrew's 
church, Vancouver.

Dr. Morrhon, coroner, and a jury com- 

E03ed of L. Diekeiison, foreman, MucClus- 
ey, Potts, Noble, Shore anrl Hughes, yes- 
terday afternoon, Investigated the case of 
Lai Suey, the Chinaman, who died nt tho 
Jubilee ho»pital on Friday of a wound in his 
neck. One of the companions of the deud 
man said that ho was a slave to opium, 
using it in every form, and it had made 
him mid. Oliieer Walker give evidence 
of finding Lai Suey crying on i lie street the 
night before lie wob found with his throat 
cur.

Chicago, Jan. 4. — Lieut.-Col. Corbin, 
ndjutant-genoral of the division of tho 
Missouri, left for Pine Ridgo at C o'clock 
this evening. He is to bo the chief of 
the staff of Gen. Miles at the latter's 
headquartors in tho Indian war. Orders 
transferring Col. Corbin to this important 
position arrived by telegraph this after- 
noon, and within a few hours Corbin was 
on his way to Pine Ridge. \ 

The fact that Gon. Miles had deter- 
mined upon forming a rogular staff at the 
scat of trouble, with sucli an experienced 
soldier as Corbin in charge, would seem 
to indicato that the Indian lights will no 
longer boar tho charactor of skirmishes 
snd disconnected engagements, but have 
the dignity and seriousness of a regular 
war campaign. 

Troops to the number of 1,000 are en 
■camped on the White river, surrounded 
by almost as many Indian warriors. A 
bloody battle will most certainly take 
placo somewhere on the White river 
within the next few days. 

FOUR THOUSAND IN THE COIL. 

Dfjjvkr, Jan. 4. — A Pine Ridcjo 
special, via Ruahvillo, Neb., says that the 
Indians surrounded by Gen. Miles' troops 
on the White rivor number about 4,000 
men, women and children. Most of 
thorn are crazy from ghost dancing and 
will fight as Big Foot's band did. 

Pickets last night had to be constantly 
on tho alert and numerous shots were 
ifired by them during the night at hosliles, 
who every now and then would creep 
within firing range. Fire arrows were 
thrown into the agency about midnight 
from a ravine near by, but fortunately 
fell harmlessly. 

Tho opinion here now is that tho hos- 
tile3 will not be quelled peacefully, but 
that one of the bloodiest Indian wars 
that the country has seen will ensue, 

THE HOSTILES ENCIRCLED. 

Omaha, Jan. 4. — A special from Pine 
Ridgo says : There is a circle drawu 
around the hostiles now, it being com- 
pleted by the departure of Capt. Crosby 
•of the Seventh cavalry with four troopsfor 
Beaver Creek, seven miles away. The 
-circle is drawn to the north and to the 
•east and from there to C 1. Hennessy's 
command, from thence to Col. Wheaton's, 
thence to Col. Stanford's, thence to Col. 
Williamson's on the Wounded Knee 
battle ground, from there back to the 
.agency. 

By this arrangement the Indians are 
hemmed in. At • tho principal railway 
stations along tho edge of the reservation 
state troops are quartered. 

Gen. Miles saya two Indians were 
killed at the hostile camp in fighting 
among themselves. 

THE CROWS ARE JUBILANT^ 

Helena, Jan. 4. — Maj. Vieta, in com- 
mand of the First cavalry, arrived at 
Miles City to-day with Troop D, 60 Crow 
scouts and a full camp equipage. They 
proceed to-morrow with three companies 
of the Twenty-fifth infantry, to Powder- 
ville to join Maj. Arnold. A special 
says: There is music in tho air. The 
Crow Indians are visiting tho Choyenne 
camp near the fort and are singing and 
dancing. Tho Cheyonnes have gone to 
tho seat of war and the Crows aro jubi- 
lant over tho prospect of killing the 
■Sioux, who aro their mortal onemies. 



IRELAND'S POOR. 



The Karl of Zetland Issuhs a Declaration on 
their Condition. 

Dublin, Jan. 4.— The Earl of Zetland, 
Viceroy of Ireland, and Chief Secretary 
Balfour have signed a declaration which 
has boon issued on tho condition of the 
poor in the western part of Ireland. The 
declaration says: — 

" Poverty is chronic in somo districts, 
and will, if tho people are not aided, 
reach a sta^o of acute distress during the 
winter and spring. There is noithcr a 
resident party nor a substantial middle- 
class to give employment, nor are there 
charitable organizations to aid those who 
aro unable to help themselves. Outdoor 
relief, except in cases of emergency, can- 
not legally be administered except to 
persons holding over one-quarter of an 
acre of land. Although none acquainted 
with the history of the Irish poor law 
•would regard tlio relaxing of this rule 
as other than a public calamity, its main- 
tenance undoubtedly limits the capacity 
to deal with periods of exceptional dis- 
tress. The position thus created leaves 
a part of tho social organism sick at all 
times, stricken with disease, from which, 
without oxtraneous help, it has no power 
to rally. 

"Tho question is not whether money 
•ought to be given, but how it ought to be 
given — to what class, and for what special 
purposes? Charity ill administered in- 
jures tho recipient everywhere, but is 
especially injurious in those parts with 
which wo are concerned. Elsewhere the 
injury will bo confined to a class rela- 
tively small, but in the worst portions of 
tho congested districts tho whole commu- 
nity may bo affected. All aro poor, all 
can plausibly appeal for aid; and help, 
recklessly given in response, may infect 
whole townships with the vices and weak- 
nesses of professional mendicancy. 

"Wo have spoken of this matter to 
many priests and others connected with 
tho conditions of the people. There was 
not one of them, however keenly they 
may have felt tho sufferings of those 
amongst whom thoy lived, who did not 
admit the permanent ill effects that fol- 
lowed much of the charitable expendi- 
tures within their experience. 

"Regarding the appeals for help, it is 
needful to sny that tales of distress need 
not bo taken as authentic because they 
aro couched in strong li.nguago, and seem 
to come from well-informed quartan. 
In regard to tho failure of the potato 
•crop, the small occupiers in the west 
seem at first sight all to live much in tho 



same way, they all lodge in small cabins 
cultivate the same kind of holdings, and 
are clothed with the same kind of dress, 
It would be natural to conclude that in 
all places where the failure of tho crop is 
tho same the distress is thu same, but 
such is not the case. In no district does 
the bulk of tho community live wholly 
upon tho potato. Every district has 
means of livelihood independent of the 
cultivation of the potato. The degree of 
failuro of the potato crop is therefore by 
itself misleading much to tho dogreo of 
tho distress existing among the people, 

"Other elements in tho finding of tho 
position of the people are the amount of 
their savings and their debt and their 
credit with local tradesmen. 

"Furthermore, ir the organization of 
any plan of gratuitous assist. nee, caution 
is necessary in order that it shall not in 
terfero with the system of railway relief 
works. Several thousand pounds weekly 
is alroady distributed in tho form of wages 
in districts most in need. 

" Tho conclusions wo come to aro that 
charitable aid ought to be confined, first, 
to families which are in serious want, 
and which, having no able-bodied person 
among them, cannot derive benefit from 
public relief works ; second, to providing 
means in schools for children attondin 
them, and, third, to supplying clothes for 
children unable to procure them else 
where." 

The declaration concludes : 

" To those who think we, who can ob 
tain the services of tho poor law inspect 
ors, school inspectors, relieving officers 
resident magistrates, police and other 
residents in the localities affected, and 
who already aro responsible for the relief 
works, are exceeding anything ihat char- 
ity is likely to effect ; to those who think 
we are better equipped for carrying on 
this woik than other persons not having 
these advantages, wo offer to undertake 
tho management of tho distribution of 
any funds entrusted to us. We beliovo 
that money so spent will bo well spent, 
All assistance in the shape of food oi 
el thing which reaches children and help- 
less persons will lighten or remove much 
immediate suffering without exaggerating 
chronic evils requiring different and con 
tinuous treatment for a porman nt cure, 
Subscriptions and clothing will bo re- 
ceived by the Countess of Zetland at the 
vice- regal lodge, Miss Balfour at the chief 
secretary's lodge, or by the viceroy or 
Secretary Balfour." 

EXPRESS ROBBERY IN TAC0MA. 

Mysterious Disappearance of a 92,000 Pack 
age of Currency. 



Tacoma, Jan. 3. — Superintendent Hall, 
of tiio Northern Pacific Express company, 
has been in this city several days con 
ducting a thorough investigation of the 
local office of the company in so trch of a 
package containing 82,000 in currency, 
which was missing since last Monday 
evening. 

This evening Superintendent Hall 
stated to the correspondent of the Post 
Intelligencer that the facts in the case 
were as follows: 

" Saturday afternoon, December 27th, 
a package containing 82,000 in currency 
was deliTerod at our office here by tho 
Bank of British Columbia. Cashier Jett 
receipted for tho package, which was con- 
signed to J. P. Lawrence, Ritzville, 
Washington. Cashier Jett had no recol- 
lection of what ho did with the package. 
After a thorough investigation it is gener- 
ally believed that the package was stolen 
by outside parties. Last night all the 
accounts of this office were gone over and 
checked up, and the balances found cor- 
rect in every respect. No one is allowed 
behind tho counter, and all of the com- 
pany's local employes have worked for 
the company several years and aro above 
suspicion. Cashier Jett lias been with 
the company three years." 

Tho representative of tho Bank of Bri- 
tish Columbia thinks Cashier Jott placed 
tho money in the vault, but ho is not 
positive. 

As no record was made of tho pack- 
" Superintendent Hall says, "it is 
evident it Was stolen by some one not 
employed in tho office. Cashier Jett 
should have placed tho package in tho 
vault immediately upon receipting it, but 
as it was a very busy day ho may not 
have done so at once, and the facts seem 
to indicate that he did not." 

Cashier Jett, and not the express com- 
pany, will have to make good the amount 
if tho currency is not recovered. In fact 
the amount has already been made good 
by Jett, as his position requires tho giv- 
ing of bonds equivalent to six times the 
amount now missing. 

Superintendent Hall says tho local 
oflico has tho best possible By stem, and is 
conducted on the very best business prin- 
ciples. Manager Hopkins, of the local 
office, worked all night last night check- 
ing up the accounts of the office, and ro- 
mained in bed all day to-day. 

ROULETTE, HIS RUIN. 

Bankrupt Through Gambling, a Bavarian 
Baron Commits .Suicide. 

Nice, Jan. 4.- This season has opened 
hero with splendid weather, plenty of 
Americans and lots of suicides at Monte 
Carlo. Tho latest painful story is ono of 
tho ruin of a noblo Bavarian family. 

For several weeks Baron Von Issny 
had been stopping at Montone, and had 
been in tho habit of going daily to the 
gaming table at Monte Carlo. About a 
fortnight ngo be found himself practical- 
ly bankrupt. Ho had not only played 
heavily at Monte Carlo, but had a rou- 
lette tublu sot up in his room and induced 
his friends to play with him there also. 

Among his guests were two English 
ladies who state that on Tuesday last the 
baron sat at his table, but instead of play- 
ing, as was his usual habit, Tie said he 
would act as croupier, which ho did. 
When tho company was separating ho 
called tho 1 ulies aside and Said : 

" You see I have not played to-night. 
It is because I am a ruined man. I have 
lost all that I had in the world at Monte 
Carlo, and have not a louis loft to stake. 
To-morrow I shall have left tho hotel. 
Adieu." 

Tho next morning ho was found in his 
room dead, poisoned by morphine. His 
relatives were notified and they succeeded 
In getting tho body away without police 
inquiry or an inquest, and tho sad affair 
was kept a profound secret. Tho next 
morning tho remains of thu wretched man 
wero taken to Bavaria."

WHEREAS by section 17 of tho "Municipal 
Act. 188!)," as amended by section C of 
tho "Municipal Act Amendment Act, 1890," it 
is provided that no limits of an Incorporated 
city or town shall bo extended unic-s tho con- 
sent of a majority of tho persons within tho 
boundaries of tho proposed extension affected 
thereby, and who aro entitled to petition for 
Incorporation ns n municipality under tho llrst 
named Act, ba9 first boon obtained at n poll to 
bo hold for that purposo, and that such a poll 
shall bo hold by such a person nnd at such limo 
or place or places and in such manner as the 
Lieutenant-Governor may appoint. And 
whorcas, it is proposed to extend tho limits of 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of a resolution 
passed by n majority of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of tho Municipal Council of the snid city 
onjho 21st dny of Octobor, A.I). 1890, and con- 
firmed hy tho voto of tho municipality on tho 
2nd day of December. 1890. 

Now, therefore, Ills Honour tho Lieutenant- 
Governor' in Council, under tho authority of 
tho Bald Statutes, and of all others In that bo- 
half enabling, has been pleased to mako and 
doth hereby mako the/following rules and reg- 
ulations for holding a poll of the persons within 
the boundaries of tho proposed extension af- 
fected thereby, and who are entitled to voto 
under tho provisions of the said sections :— 

Tho vote of tho persons within tho boun- 
daries of the proposed cxtcntion of tho limits 
of the Corporation of tho City of Victoria, and 
who are entitled to petition for incorporation 
as a municipality under the provisions of said 
section 17 of tho Municipal Act, shall lo taken 
nt tho City Hall of tho City of Victoria on Mon- 
day, tho Fifth day of January next. 

2. Tho poll shall bo open between tho hours 
of eight a. in. and 4 p. m. 

Mr, Wm. King Hull, or such other per- 
son as may hereafter bo nominated, shall bo 
tho Returning Oillcer for tho purpose of taking 
tho votes. 

1. Tho poll shall bo taken by ballot on tho 
question ayo or no, whether tho present 
limits of tho City of Victoria shall he extended 
to the following boundaries:— 

Commencing at [point on tho shore linoof 
Foul Hay nt tho Southern end of an accommo- 
dation road ; thence northerly along the centre 
of said road to its intersection witli the South- 
ern boundary line of section CS ; thence east- 
oily along snid boundary line to south east cor- 
ner of sec ion CS ; thence northerly along east- 
ern boundary lines of sections 08, 74, and 
the Bouth-enst corner of section 25 ; thenco 
westerly along southern boundary line of sec- 
tion 25 to tho centre of Mount Tolmio road : 
thence northerly nlong tlio centro of .Mount 
Tolmio rond to its Intersection with tho south- 
ern boundary line of section 20; thoncowest- 
orly along said boundary line to tlio south-west 
corner of section 20; thenco northerly along 
tho western boundary lines of sections 20 and

6. Any votoroflerlng to voto at such poll may 
bo required by tho Returning Officer or by any 
person entitled to voto thereat, to mako the 
following oath or afllrmatlon boforo his or her 
voto is recorded : 

"I.A.B., do solemnly and sincerely mako 
oath (or affirm as tho caso may bo), that I am a 
registered land ownor) as shown by the books 
in tho Land Hogistry Ofllco) in tho District 
which tho proposed extension will, if carried 
out, include within tho limits of tho Corporation 
of tho City of \ lctorla, or a pro-omptor within 
tho samo District, and havo resided on my 
pre-emption for ono year, (as tho enso may be), 
and am a British Subject of tho full ago of 
twenty-one years," 

7. Tho Returning Officer shall immediately 
after tho closing of tho polls open tho ballot 
box, count tho ballots cast for and against the 
proposed oxtension, oponly dcclaro tho result 
of such voto, nnd shall Immediately afterwards 
leturn tho ballots to tho ofllcoof tho Provincial 
Secretary of the Provinco, togtthor witli a 
roport In writing signed by him, showing tho 
result of tho polling.

Ci'lY COUNCIL. 

Bat '.Qcation of the City Extension By-Law- 
Tho Llm'la Mora Than Doubled— The 
Business of the Evening. 

Last night a special meeting of tho City 
Council was held, His Worship tho Mayor 
in the chair. Present : Aid. Harrison, 
Qootkere, McKllllcun, Wilson, Kelly, 
Smith, Holland, Robertson and Vigelius. 

The city clerk read a letter from Mr. 
Prevost of the Supremo Court in regard to 
the City Barriste account, saying that ho 
had no right to tax costs except by order of 
h i court. — Tho letter was received und 
hied. 

Aid. Holland moved that tho account of 
tho City Barristers be referred to the 
Finance Committee and paid if found I 
rect. 

The Mayor and several Aldermen spoke 
as to the satisfactory character of tho uc 
count, the motion being adopted. 

A communication was read from the City 
Hamsters in re. the cuse of Keen vn. the 
Corporation, stating that tho case had been 
dismissed. The Corporation had been sue 
cessful and Mr. Keen had to puy tho costs, 

A report was read from Mr. Bull on tho 
polling upon tho extension by-law, which 
had been carried by 174 to 80. 

Aid. Kelly was glad to hear tho report 
The city had, however, no doubt got hold 
of the worst end the hoo ; but every citizen 
was anxious to seo Victoria grow and pros- 
per. 

The report of the election was received 
and spread on the minutes. 

The Mayor was glad to seo chut tho 
majority of the people had voted aye and 
urged that the next thing to do was to 
bring within the limits what was known as 
the Indian reserve on the other Bide of tho 
harbor. It was not tho thing 
to have a tract of land pructi- 
tically within the city limits held 
ns on tho Indian reserve. It, was for 
the Dominion, tho province, and the city to 
act. He was sure the city would do some- 
thing towards providing for the poor people 
at present occupying the reserve. It would 
be to their advantage to do so. 

Tho motion to receive Mr. Bull's report 
was adopted. 

A petition was read asking for a sidewalk 
on Croft street, James Bay— Referred to 
the Street committee with power to act. 

On motion the resolution authorizing the 
extension of the city limits, which had been 
voted on by the localities concerned and en- 
dorsed by them, was ratifio 1. 

The Mayor with Aids. Harrison nnd Hol- 
land were named, with the city barristers, 
to wait on the Provincial Government in 
regard to securing the taxation to be levied 
this year on the limits which were being 
brought in, or to arrange how to tax (hern 
ai'ler the end of the fiscal year ending June 
30th next. 

Aid. Holland said that he had learned 
from the city assessor that by to-day's vote 
tho city had taken in 3,GO0 acres of land, 
its limits being now 5,400 acres, and had 
augmented its population by about 0,OCO 
people. 

A communication was read from C. B. 
Mallette, asking the City Council to co- 
operate with the Boald of Trade of Port 
Angeles in asking the British Consul at 
San Francisco to appoint a vice-consul at 
Port Angeles. 

After some discussion as to the impor- 
tance to which trade relations between this 
city and Port Angeles might be brought, 
a motion was adopted empowering the city 
clerk to draw up a petition in tho sense 
suggested, to be signed by tho Mayor. 

The Mayor stated that he had, this day, 
learned that in Victoria the number of in- 
ward and outward-bound vessels, in foreign 
bottoms, entered at the Customs House, 
was the largest iu the Dominion, the port 
of Montrenluot excepted. 

Aid. Holland asked if it had not been 
determined that the council shi uM this 
evening provide for a public meeting, at 
w hich ihe cimdidutcB for municipal honors 
might discuss with the citizens the epjestiona 
of licenses to travellers and of taxes on im- 
provements. 

Tho Mayor Baid that when tho council 
last met it was understood that the Board 
of Trade were to send a communication to 
the council. 

After some discussion the matter was left 
over until tho meeting of the council on 
Friday, Aid. Holland to communicate in 
the meantime with the Secretary of tho 
Board of Trado. 

On motion of Aid. Holland the Clerk was 
instructed to notify Mr. E. J. Thain, who 
i i at pros nt oolleotil g the rents on the pro- 
perty which had been acquired for a mar- 
ket site, that the tenants must vacate tho 
premises they occupied within the legal de- 
lay. 

On motion, it was resolved to pay §125 to 
tl e Hoard of Trade towards the expenses 
incurred by t hem in the entertainment of 
t ie Omaha Board of Trade, and 3123 to- 

w trds the coat of the 24th of May celobra- 
ti hi. 

The question of a contribution to the citi- 
Z ins' ball to the officers of the fleet was 
n xt brought up, Aid. Harrison vigorously 
p otesting against any such payment, while 
A d. Goodacro and others warmly declared 
that it was a good thing to have t!ie navy 
at E-'qnimalt, who, when there, spent over 
340,001) a month in the city. 

This subject was deferred until the meet- 
ing, on Friday night, the Mayor and com- 
mittee to, iU tho meantime, collect all the 
funds they could towards that object. 

Alter further discussion, the Council ad- 
journed! The next regular meeting will be 
held on Friday night, instead of Wednesday, 
by which time it is expected that the differ- 
ent reports w ill bo ready.
